. New York, Dec. 165. 

The Chicago Bears to-day de- 
feated the New York Giants 24 
—14 for the National League 
championship in a game played 
under the shadow of investiga- 
tion into charges that gumblers 
attempted to bribe two Giant 
star bases, Frank Filchock and 
Merle Hapes, to throw the game 
to the Bears, 


Hapes was not allowed to play in 
he game. Fiichock was completely 
cleared and despite a broken nose 
suffered in the game, he threw two 
touchdown passcs, 


The police, personally directed by 
Mayor William O'Dwyer in ‘ao pro- 
dawn nnnouncement on Sunday, ex- 
posed the gambling syndicate’s plot 
to throw the game to the Bears, 
Tho plot involved vain efforts to 
bribe Filchock and Hapes, backfield 
atars of tho New Yorke Giants. 


“The players were offered $2,500 
euch and $1,000 bets on the oppo- 
nents at the best odds obtainable. 


O'Dwyer announced the arrest of 
Alvin’ Parls of New, York on the 
charge of attempting io bribe 
professional uthletes — felony — and 
making and taking beta, :

$25,000. Filchock and Hapes were 
released ufter several hours of ques~ 
toning. : 


The district attorney, J. Monahan, 
said that Paris had made a full 
confession and claimed that the en- 
tire plot was his own Idea but Mo- 
nahan said he wos convinced that 
Paris was acting for the New Jer- 
sey bookmaking syndicate Which re- 
portedly bet $20,000 on tho Bears

Magna Carta Lent 
To.U.S. Congress 


Washington, Dec. 15. 

The British -Ambassador to the 
United States to-day handed over 
for two years to the library ‘of 
Congress in Washington, the pre- 
clous Lacock Abbey copy of the 
Magna Carta—the. Great Charter 
granted by King John of England to 
the barons in 1215 which secured 
Engush national Jibertics und has 
since been viewed as the busis of 
the English Constitution. 

The Lacock Abbey copy ts one of 
four originals. 

The ceremony. took place at the 
Washington celebration_of. America's. 
“BH of Rights” ‘Day, attended by 
Cabinet members, Supreme Court 
judges and Congressmen. . 

Lord Inverchapel said: “The grent 
principle which the Magna Carta 
enocted—that the ruler of the nation 
js bound by the law of the nation— 
is the basis of all our liberties, ‘To- 
dey that principle must find its ex- 
pression in the problem which the 
barons or King John would not 
have recognised os their own: can 
the great nations of the world— 
which are as it were the “kings’—

“The immunisation of children’ by 
serums and vacclnod predisposes to 
the formation of cancer. This Is borne 
out by surveys by the American Can- 
cer Society which reported “that 
more children botween the’ ages of 
five und 19 years died of canccr 
than of typhoid, paratyphold, scarlet 
fever, malaria, Infantile paralysis 
and diphtheria combined," he sald, 

Healthy Body 

The doctor’ said ‘that no improve- 
ments have ‘been made In vaccines 
and serums since thelr orlginol in- 
ception. ge : 

“A healthy body Is the best pro- 
tection against infection or conta- 
gious diseases.” ‘ 

Quoting Alexis Carrel, for 34 years 
conductor of research in Rockefeller 
Foundation, Dr Bryant sald: “The 
years of Mfe which we have gained 
by suppression of diphtheria, small- 
pox and typhoid, are pald for py the 
Jong sufferings ond Ungering deaths 
caused by chronic affeotlons and 
especially by cancer, diabetes ond 
heart discases,” 

N. A. Jepson ‘also from Seattle, 
told the group that be believed 50 
percent of arthritis cases could have 
been avoided by carly diagnosis 
und carly treatment.
